At Fast Towanda, the con-
ductor reported the accident to the
station agent, and he in company with
others secured lanterns and went in
search of Lindegren. About a half
mile below the overhead bridge near
H. W. Nobles' residence, he was
scen walking on the track, with the
grip in his hand,  His face and hands
were termible lacerated, and he talked
in a rambling manner,

As soon as a carriage could be se.
cured he was brought to the Ward
house and Dr. Johnson summoned.
Sumh} morning alter resting quietly
all night he was mnch hetlu and
talked rationally of the accident. He
supposed the train had reached East
Towanda and was standing at the
station when he lefv the car, His
physician says his injuries appear to
he slight, and that he will probably be
all right in a few days and able to be
around.

Officials of the L.ehigh were down
early Sunday morning, and found his
hat, umbrella, pencil and watch near
the track where the accident had oc-
curred, It was indeed a miraculous
escape, and Mr. Lindegrenis to be
congratulated that his injuries were
not of a more serious nature.— 2%-
wanda Leview.

Bas Discovered in Monroa Oounty.

Never in the history of Tobyhanna
Mills has there Deen so much excite-
ment in that place as was caused by
the discovery of natural gas. Edward
Dailey and Charles I'ransue were em
ployed by Charles Sherman to dig a
well about one hundred feet deep for
water. After several days of hard
work they got down some seventy-five
{eet and struck a flat rmk that spread
all over the bottom. ‘T'he men drilled
a hole some ten or twelve inches,
This they nearly filled with one
charge of dynamite and then applied
the match. The result of the ex-
plosion was heard all over l'obyhanna,
and was so effective in its work that it
blew the rock clear out of the well
After the explosion the men thounght
they had water for sure, but instead
of water they got a most powerful
supply of natural gas.
